Body Will Lie in State in Westmin®

Tondon, May 9—The body of King 
Edward when embalmed will be placed 
in a lead shell, this in a wooden shell 
and both in another coffin of massive 
oak hewn from a tree freshly. felled 
in Windsor forest. The workmen of 
Windsor will begin fashioning the oof- 
fin tomorrow and it wil! be perfestiy 
plain with a silver plate in the center 
of the lid, bearing the King’s name 
ars titles in Latin. For two days or 
perhaps longer the body thus enclosed 
will lie in the throne room, which will 
be converted into a chapelle ardente 
with the windows shuttered and drap- 
ed in black and silver, Tall tapers will 
Surround the coffin, which will rest 
under a purple pati used only for royal 
funerals, wnile a guard will be furn- 
ished by the King’s regiment, the 
Grenadiers, From the palace the body 
will be conveyed on a gun carriage to 
Westminster hall, via the Mall, and 
placed near the center of the historic 
apartment near the spot where Charles 
I, was reputed to have stood when he 
was condemned to death. For three 
days at least the public will be ad- 
mitted from six “o’clock in the morn- 
ing until] sunset, entering through the 
palace yard, passing the coffin, and 
leaving the hall near St Margaret's 
church. From Westminster the body 
will move through London to Pad- 
dington station, a seven mile route, 
Which will be lined with 40 thousand 
troops. Then it will be entrained for 
Windsor. The arrangements are not 
confirmed officially and perhaps may 
be changed in detail, but the publie 
lying in state is Q@emanded by the 
nation, 

George V. favored a funeral like that 
of his. grandmother, but when repre- 
sentations were made on all sides of 
the overwhelming desire of the nation 
to pay a tribute by passing the body, 
h> consented last night to make this 


concession. The Queen herself was 
willing. :

in the future as the Queen Mother of 
Great Britain revives a title dormant 
Since the days of Henrietta Maria, 
Charles -I.’s wile. The Queen’s future 
is practically settled,

For the first time she 
looks really an old and haggard wo- 
man. Her face is white and pinched 
and the sleepless nights have taken 
away the marvellous youthful charm. 
The change in her appearance wrought 
by her terrible strain’ shocks her 
friends. She stood behind a heavy 
drawn curtain in one of the upper 
rooms in the palace this afternoon 
with tears streaming down her face,

Cause of Death, 

London, May 9—The Lancet says 
that in view of the prevalence of in- 
correct surmises, it is right to say 
that the cause of the King’s death was 
a cardiac failure following upon bron- 
chitis. The last hours of the King 
were absolutely peaceful and painjess. 

King Orders Play-Houses Opened, 

London, May 9.—King George took 
the first step towards winning’ the 
hearts of the people today when he 
issued an order relieving the business 
stress caused by the death of his 
father. Through the Lord Chamber- 
lain, he gave theatrical managers an 
order stating it to be his wishethat the 


play-hotses be re-opened, except « on 
the day of Edwara’s funeral. This 
step, according to command, was 


taken because of the number of per- 
sons who would suffer through the 
prolonged unemployment resulting 
from the closing. This order gave 
fresh heart to the trading classes, It 
had been feared the formalities would 
be strictly- insisted on, to the detri- 
financial in- 
terests. 
Judges Swear Allegiance. 

London, May 9.—The judges of the 
King’s Bench today swore allegiance 
to eGorge V. at the law courts. Chief 
Justice Alverstone, in a touching 
speech, referred to the occasion, in 
1901, when the Wench ewore allegiance 
to King Edward. With tears in his 
eyes, Lord Alverstone said: “‘By his 
wise and far-reaching influence King 
Edward did*'much to promote at once 
the nation’s place as the world’s 
friend, and to ereate good will.”’ 

Message on Wednesday. 

London, May 9.—While the funeral 
plans were being completed, the House 
of Lords convened to give an oppor- 
tunity to the Peers not present Sat- 
urday to take the oath. The King’s 
message is expected by the Lords on 
Wednesday. 


Premier Murray Recovering. 


Halifax, May. 9.—Premier Murray 
passed a good night. Yesterday was 
the best day he has had since he en- 
tered the hospital. His recovery will 
be rapid.

LIVED FOR THREE DAYS.ON 
DRIED MOOSE MEAT ONLY 


Manager of Revillon Brothers’ North ern Trading Devoartment and Party 
Make Trying Trip Overland From Fort Vermilion to Whitefish Lake— 
Ran Out of Grub Seven Days From Destination—Indians Helped Them 


8 H. Coward, manager of the nor- 
thern trading department for Revillon 
Brothers, returned on Saturday even- 
ing from a trip to the north country. 
He leit Edmonton on February 12th 
and proceeded to Fort Vermilion, 760 
miles north of Edmonton. The trip 
down the Peace river on the ice from 
Peace River Crossing, a distance of 
300 miles, decupied 16 days. The snow 
was deep and the weather stormy. It 
was so difficult to make progress that 
it became necessary to abandon the 
bob sleighs and to resort to flat run- 
ners. gs would not have done 
better, for the deep snow would have 
retarded their progress equally as 
much as the horses. 

Got to Wolverine Point. 

Before Mr. Coward had finished his 
business at Fort Vermilion the iee in 
the river became very dangerous for 
traffic, and by the time he was ready 
to start on the return trip it was on 
the point of breaking up. By travel- 
ling fast his party were able to reach 
Wolverine Point, which is 90 miles up 
the river from Fort Vermilion, Here 
they had to leave the ice, and it was 
decided to cross the country to White- 
fish Lake and thence to Lesser Slave 
Lake. 

A Guide Part Way. 

An Indian at Wolverine Point pilot- 
ed the party part of the way to White- 
fish Lake pag oda there they proceed- 
ed without a guide, following the old 

ack trails used years ago by Indians.

Fortunately, al- 
theugh the muskegs were melting out, 
the sum had no had sufficient time to 
reech any great depth and consequent- 
ly there was a good bottom to all the 
muskegs which had to be negotiated. 
Later on in the year the trail would 
have been an impossible one. 

Run Out of Grub. 

I: took thirteen days to make the 
250 miles from Wolverine Point to 
Whitefish Lake and for three of these 
days the party lived on dried moose 
meat. They had nothing else. They 
had used all the flour they had pack- 
ed, and they were in a bad way six 
days out from Wolverine Point when 
they reached Fish Lake, where an 
Indian supplied them with enough 
dried moose meat to carry - them 
through, 

Food For a King. 

Two days and a half out of White- 
fish Lake at Prairie Lakb they met an- 
other Indian, who had some flour, and 
here they had the luxury of a bit of 
bannock. At Whitefish Lake, whieh 
they reached on the third day from 
Prairie Lake, they got some grub that 
to hungry men was food for a king. 
The 45 miles to Lesser Slave Lake was 
not a hard trip, for between the two

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POWDER MILL IN 
HULL EXPLODES 


Ten are Killed, Several Missing 
and Between 100 and 150 


Injured.

Ottawa, Ont, May 7—By the explo- 
sion of four tons of virite, an explosive 
even stronger than dynamite, in the 
factery of the General Explosive Com- 
pany, situated in the northeast of 
Hull, Quebec, at 5.45 this evening, at 
least ten people were killed, a score ser- 
ionsly injured and the cities of Hulland 
Ottawa across the river were shaken by 
a terrific shock which destroyed plate 
glass windows throughout the Capital, 
and for a few moments caused almost « 
pani¢é in both cities, citizens thinking 
that an appalling earthquake had taken 
place. For an hour afterward, there 
were scenes of wild excitement in Hull. 
Tonight the Ottawa hospitals are 
crowded with maimed victims of the ex- 
plosions and in the morgue at Hull are 
six bodies shattered into almost unre- 
cognizable form by the great rocks that 
were hurled through the surrounding 
houses, 

Fire in Factory. 

The explosion was caused by a fire, 
which broke out in the factory about 
five in the afternoon and burned quiet- 
ly for about three-quarters of an hour. 
At the same time a bush fire was in 
progress in the immediate vicinity. The 
Hull fire brigade was engaged in fight- 
ing- these fires which had attracted a 
large number of spectators. 

The people were warned to keep away 
but their curiosity overcame their dis- 
cretion, Suddenly the building in 
which was stored a large quantity of 
detchators ,burst into flames and a ser- 
ies of sharp explosions followed. The 
crowd immediately started to disperse, 
panic stricken. About five seconds aft- 
erwards there came two appalling ex- 
plosions as the main magazine in which 
the virite was stored, exploded with a 
noies that was heard for miles around. 
Ite stone walls two feet thick were hurl- 
ed in every direction scattering death 
for a radius of a quarter of a mile. 

Houses Wrecked by Boulders. 

Huge boulders, weighing many pounds 
crabled through the neighboring houses 
on Chaudiere and St. Henri streets, 
wrecking nearly a score of frame houses 
occupied. by the laboring population «f 
Hull, Some of the scattering crowd 
were caught in their flight from the 
building by flying rocks and either in- 
stantly killed or badly maimed. Others 
were killed in neighboring houses as 
the stones came crashing through the 
walls. In one frame house, just to the. 
north, two sisters, named Carriere, 
aged 19 and 18 years, were killed at the 
supper table. A boy, seventeen years of 
age, named A. Cervante, was killed in 
a field some distance away by a falling 
boulder, Louis McCann, a laborer, ‘n 
the Eddy Mills was crushed to death 
by a falling stone as he fled down the 
C.P.R .tracks just to the north of the 
factory, M. Fabin, a young lad, who 
had been watching the ,fire was decapi- 
tated by a flying rock. An old man 
named John Blanchfield, who was sit- 
ting beside his wife in the doorway of 
his house on Chaudier street, was 
struck in the head and mortally injur- 
ed. He was being hurried away to the 
hospital in an automobile and when it 
was seen he was about to expire the 
auto stopped at the door of the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in Hull and on the 
steps a priest administered the last 
rites. Ferdinand Laurin, was caught in 
his flight and fell dead with a crushed 
skull, 

Factory Demolished. 

The factory itself was demolished, 
only a hole marking the spot where .t 
stood. Many of the houses in the 
neighborhood were riddled as though 
by a battery of cannon, Two miles away 
in Ottawa, on Parliament Hill and cn 
Sparks street buildings shook in a ter- 
rifying way, Heavy plate plass win- 
dows came shattered to the ground and 
the terrified citizens rushed into the 
streets, some calling “It is an earth- 
quake,” others in their fright even 
thinking the earth had collided with 
the comet. However, as no further 
shock came the panic soon subsided and 
as the great belch of smoke on the Hull 
side of the Ottawa river was seen the 
people, as they hurried to the outlook 
on Parliament Hill, soon knew what the 
real trouble was. A similar explosion 
of dynamite had taken place there ten | 
years previous but without such disas- 
trous results. The whele population of 
Hull soon gathered near the scene «f 
the disaster and were joined by many 
hundreds from Ottawa. 

Situation Dangerous. 

The factory comprised a number of 
small buildings in the outskirts of Hull. 
It was devoted to the manufacture of a 
specially powerful explosive for use in 
railway construction and similar work, 
and under ordinary conditions of han- 
dling extremely safe. 

Uneasiness has been felt in Hull cf 
the situation of the factory, While on 
the outskirts of the town it was situ- 
ated within two or three hundred yards 
of a number of shacks inhabited by 
poor people, The city council had tak- 
en steps to oblige the company to re- 
move its establishment, but ‘the litiga- 
tion resulted in a defeat for the muni- 
cipality, the latest judgment in the case 
having been rendered a short time ago.

Injured Fill Hospitals, 


All the hospitals of Ottawa are filled 
with the injured, and including those 
slightly injured by falling stones, it is 
believed that from 100 to 150 casualties 
have oceurred, The effect of the exple- 
sion Wag extremely capricious, Windows 
were broken in the moet distant parts 
of Ottawa and yet the damage suffered 
in Hull apart from the buildings ad- 
jacent to the factory, on the whole, was 
less than the destruction in Ottawa. 
Government Hill, which is nearly three 
miles away fromt he scene of the explo- 
sion, was a peculiarly heavy sufferer, a 
great number of its windows being 
esmashed. All over Ottawa plate glass 
windows fell in fragments and it was 
particularly remarked that nearly every 
bank in the city suffered. 

Practically every bank tonight has a 
policeman stationed in front of its va- 
cant window frame. Many curious ef- 
fects of the explosion are noticeable. 
For instance, in many cases windows on 
the front of the building turned towards 
the scene of the explosion, escaped 
while those on the side streets collapsed. 
Aguin, stone buildings seemed to fare 
better than those of brick and it was 
noticable in Hull that numerous small 
wooden houses suffered very little, the 
damage being for the most part confin- 
ed to large windows in the businces sec- 
tion. 

Parliament Buildings Not Affected, 


injuries, 


The Parliament Buildings which oc- | 


cupy the highest point in Ottawa and 
are built of stone, suffered very little. 
One of the chimneys at Government 
House was bent so badly that it had to 


be taken down at once. Stones and 
boulders were hurled an immense dis- 
tance and in some cases crashed 


through the roofa of houses two miles 
away, Several deaths were caused in 
this way. The explosion occurred at a 
quarter to six o'clock and caused great 
consternation in Ottawa. 

Hull is overlooked fro mthe Ottawa 
bank of the river, and especially from 
Parliament Hill, and in an incredibly 
short time, the hill and all portions of 
the bank of the river, which afforded a 
view of Hull, were black with specta- 
tors, while there was rush by motor, cab 
and street cars to the scene of the dis- 
aster, The direct money loss will pro- 
bably not exceed $100,000. The buildings 
of the factory were not expensive and 
the number of hands employed war 
only four or five. The quantity of ex- 
plosives in store was only five tons. By 
far the heaviest item of damage is the | 
breaking of glass, 

The manager of the factory is Mr. A. 
E. Lesueur ,a son of the well-known 
author ana educationalist. He is in- 
clined to doubt the theory that the fac- 
tory was fired from burning woods and 
believes it was of incendiary origin. A 
special staff of twenty-five constables

man nature. The danger of an explo- 
sion was perfectly well understood. The 
Hull fire brigade would not fight the 
tire and the buildings burned undisturb- 
ed, and meanwhile, with the danger 
threatening, thousands of spectators 
gathered within striking reach of the 
stones, which were hurlei into the air. 
Most of the casualties were caused by 
this fact. The explosive was kept in a 
heavy stone magazine with walls two 
feet thick and heavy metal roof. This 
construction work was imposed on the 
company by the Quebec law and the 
solid construction of course added to the 
violence of the explosion, while the 
stones which did tho damage came from 
the walls, . 

For three hours after the explosion it 
Was almost impossible to get an accur- 
tte ostimate of the death list or the 
injured. Many who were reported miss- 
ing and were supposed to have been 
killed afterwards turned up. At ten 
o'clock the unverified list of dead was 
given as ten with about forty more or 
less injured. The property loss is esti- 
mated at about $100,000, a large pro- 
portion of which is due td broken win- 
dows in the city of Ottawa. These in- 
clude heavy plate glass fronts of banks 
and other large business places on 
Sparks street, where the force of the 
concussion was the greatest because of 
the confined space between the tall 
buildings lining the street. 


Clerk Sprang for Gun. 


The plate glass front of the Bank of 
British North America was blown out 
on the pavement, as though the explo- 
sion had taken place within the build- 
ing itself. A terrified clerk was in the 
building at the time and sprang for his 
revolver to guard the cash, apparently 
thinking that an attempt was being 
made to rob the bank, 


Three Miles Away. 

The force of the explosion may be 
guaged by the fact that fully three 
miles from the factory, the windows 
in Government House were broken and 
chimney was damaged. In the Parlia- 
ment Buildings, on the high bluff over- 
looking the Ottawa river, there were 
only two small windows broken ,and 
these curiously enough, were tm the in- 
terior of the building. The Langevin 
block, where are situated the post of- 
interior and agricaltural depart- 
ments had a number of windows shat- 
tered. Just around the corner, the 
plate glass window of the Molson Bank 
fell out on the street in a thousand 
pieces, 

Even in some of the outying districts 
of the Capital windows were broken 
here and there and practically every

SIR WILFRID LAURIER REVIEWS 


TENSION QUESTION 


Up to Provincial Government to Take 


Dominion Government to Raified 
Create Grievance Against the Dominion for Purposes of Provincial

From Hansard. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier—Mr. Speaker, if 
the object of my hon, friend who has 
ust addressed the House (Mr, Alex. 

aggart), was as he asserted to plead 
the cause of Manitoba for what he 
called equal justice with the other pro. 
vinees, I am sure that on reflection 
he will agree with me that the method 
he has adopted of presenting his case 
to the House was not calculated very 
effectively to achieve the object he 
had in mind, My hon. friend knows 
that by the rules of this House a mo- 
tion presented under the circumstances 
under which this motion is presented, 
that is, as an amendment to go inte 
Supply, cannot be amended, and 
therefore, cannot be met in all its 
bearings, and in all its different as- 
I think there are, statements of fact 
I thin kthere are, statements of fact 
which are true, and statements of fact 
which are wrong, if there be conclu- 
sions which can be accepted, and con- 
clusions which cannot be accepted, 
they have all to be accepted in the 
whole or denied’ in the whole. My 
hon. friend, since his sole object, as 
he says, was to plead the cause of 
Manitoba, would have been better in- 
spired if in the early stages of this 
session he had brought his motion ‘or- 
ward as a notice of motion, which 
could have been met in all its bear-| 
ings, accepted in part or amended in) 
part, accepted in the whole or reject- 
ed in the whole; whereas, as his mo- 
tien is presented now, it leaves us ne 
option, but to reject it, because there 
are parts in it which it would be im-j| 

possible to accept. I sympathize witn 
the statement of my hon. friend that 
the province of Manitoba has been; 
anxious for years past to have its ter- | 
ritory extended. We can all agree) 
that the territory of, Manitoba from | 
the beginning was altogether too exig- | 
uous; we can all agree that it should 
have been extended, which it would 
have been easy to have done at that 
time, to the north, end to the west. 
Years ago the province of Manitcbs | 
came to the doors of this House, and} 
the last time it was successful, That) 
was in the year 1906, when it submitt- 
ed a petition to this House, supported | 
by a delegation from the province of | 
Manitoba, which waited on the gov- 
ernment, ineclading seven members | 
Jrom either side of the House, asking | 
tor an extension of its boundaries. 
Unfortunately for Manitoba at that! 
time, it set up a pretention which | 
encroached on the west, On the pre-| 
tentions of the province of Saskatche- 
wan, and which encroached © 
the east on the pretentions and claims 
of the provinee of Ontario. The pro- 
vince of Manitoba, in that petition, 
asked that its boundaries should be! 
extended westward beyond. the limit | 
which-was then under the jurisdiction | 
of the legislature of the province of 
Sacketchewan, end that legislature 
protested, and “protested vigorously, | 
against its territory being encroached 
on, and any portion of its being given 
to the province of Maanitoba. Later 
on it also protested against any part) 
of the territory north of the boundary 


of the province of Manitoba being | 
given to that province. Under these | 
circumstances we thought it advis-| 


able—and I think everybody will agree | 
that it was a wise step—that we 
should have a conference of the three 
provinces interésted—Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan and Ontario— to discuss the 
question. That conference took place, 
if I remember rightly, in the fall of} 
1906, unfortunately we could come to 
no agreement, I may = State what | 
took place, because it is a matter of | 
history. The province of Seskatche-| 
wan asked that its boundary should 
be extended north of the present boun- 
dary of Manitoba to the shore of Hud- 
son bay. The Federal government. 
after giving the matter due considera- 
tion, could not come to such conclu- 
sion. We thought that according to 
the geographical condition of the 
country the territory north of the pre- 
sent boundary of Manitoba should be 
given to Manitoba itself, Upon this 
ground we set aside the claim of Sask- 
atchewan, and we gave to Manitoba 
what it asked for in that part of the 
territory. At the same time we could 
not agree to extend the territory of 
Manitoba westward further than its 
present beundaries. Then we came 
to the question of the claim of Mani- 
tobe eastward was that the boundary 
toba eastward was that hte ‘boundery 
of the present province should be ex- 
tended north to the présent boundary 
of Ontario, north of the Albany river 
up to a line drawn from the confla- 
ence of the Mississipi and Ohio 
rivers, which would bring the pro- 
vince of Manitcba into the vicinity of 
Fort William, at the head of Lake 
Superior. The province of Ontario 
asked that the present boundaries of 
Ontario should be extended to the 
waters of the Churchill river, and thet 
the Churehill river should be the 
boundary between Manitoba and On- 
tario, After giving this metter the 
best consideration we could, and with 
no other object than to do substantial 
justice to all the parties interested—— 
Mr, Hughes—The hon. the prime 
minister does not mean that the 
Churchill river was to be the bound- 
ary between Manitoba and Ontario? 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier—I am not in 
error. My hon. friend may smile, but 
he has only to look at the proceedings 
to see that the claim put forward by 
Sir James Whitney was that the pro- 
vince of Ontario should be extended 
westward to the waters of the Chureh- 
ill river, and that the Churchill river 
should be the boundary between On- 
tario and Manitoba. We could not 
agree to this, We thought the pre-| 
tensions of the province of Ontario on 
that point were exaggerated, On the 
other hand, we thought that the pre- 
tentions of Manitoba were exaggerated 
also in asking that their boundary 
should be extended to the vicinity of 
Lake Caperior, and we brought a re- 
solution before the House which is re- 
cited in the resolution my hon. friend 
has quoted, extending the boundary 
of the provinees of Manitoba and On- 
tario, the present boundaries at least,

This proposed line seemed to meet 
with the fair judgment of the members 
of this House end was adopted by the 
unanimous resolution of it. Then the 


question arose as to how far 
the territory of Manitoba was to 
be extended, as it was to ‘be given 


the administration of a larger area 
than it had at that time. It wae fair 
and reasonable as we thought that 
the province of Manitoba should be 
given for that purpose, for the civil 
administration of that territory added 
to its present territory, fair compensa- 
tion. We were not prepared to say 
what should be the amount of that 
compensation, but the resolution went 
on to say upon this point that the com- 
pensation should be determined as fol- 
rows: 

“That whereas notwithstanding the 
extension of territory above described 
the ungranted lands of the Crown in| 
tne territory to be added to the sed 
previnee will still continue to be ead- 
ministered by the government of Can- 
eda for the purposes of the Dominion; 
and the said province will not have 
the public land as a source of revenue, 

It is just and equitable to recognize 
the increased cost of civil government 
with such an extension of territory 
will occasion to the province, and in 
view of the premises, to make to the 
said province an increased allowance 
by money payment, the amaqunt of 
which should be the subject of negotia- 
tion between the government of Can- 
ada and the government of Manitoba.” 

This resolution therefore affirms one 
thing, that for the civil administra- 
tion of the new territory which was 
to be given to the province of Mani- 
foba as an extension of Manitobm 
and as the public lands in its terri- 
tories did not belong to the province 
but to the Dominion, we should give 
it a money compensation and that 
this be determined as a_ principle 
that amount should be determined by 
negotiation between the two govera- 
ments, that is to say the gavernment 
of the Dominion and the government 
ot Manitoba. This was in the month 
ot February I wrote in these terms to 
Mr. Roblin, the Premier of Manitoba:

The Bill which was inclosed as a 
draft Bill was on these lines: 

An Act to provide for the increase 
of the limits of the province of Mani- 
tobe. 

Whereas a petition has been pre- 
sented to the House of Commons on 
behalf of the legislative assembly of 
the province of ‘Manitoba praying. 
amongst other things, for an exten- 
sior, of the boundaries of that pro- 
vince northward and eastward and for 
an additional subsidy to the province 
in lieu of the ownership of ! 


public | 
lands in the territory to be added to | 
the province by such extension, and 
it is expedient to grant the prayer 
of such petition to the extent and in 
the maner provided in the enactments 
hereinafter contained; therefore His 
Majesty, by and with the advice of 
the Senate and House of Commons of 
Cinada, enacts as follows: 

1 Upon the legislature of the pro- 
vince of Manitoba consenting thereto. 
the limits of the said province shall | 
be increased so that the northern | 
boundaries of the province shal] be 
th: 60th parallel of north latitude; 
the western boundary shall be the pre- 
sent eastern boundary of the province 
of Saskatchewan; the eastern boun- 
dary shall be the present eastern 
boundary of the province to the nortn- 
east corner thereof, thence in a 
straight line to the most easterly 
point of the Island Lake, and thence 
in a straight line to the point where 
the 89th meridian of west longitude 
intersects the shore line of Hudson 
Bay thence following the said: shore 
line to its intersection with the 60th 
parallel, 

2. And whereas in accordance with 
th+ provisions of the Act establishing 
the province of Manitoba the ungrant- 
ed lands of the Crown in the territory 
so to be added to the suid province, 
will continae to be administered by 
the government of Canada for the pur- 
poses of Canada, and the province 
wil’ not have such lands as a source 
of revenue, it is further enacted that 
there shall be paid by Canada to 
the province an increased allowance 
by money payment to an amount to 
be agreed upon between the govern- 
ment of Canada and the governifent 
of the provinee. 

3. The inerease of limits hereunder 
shall take effect upon the date to be 
fixed by proclamation of the Govern- 
nor in Council 

Having by the letter which I have 
just read inelosing this draft Bill to 
M> Roblin, invmed a conference be- 
tween his government and the Dom- 
inion government, the conference took 
place here some time in the spring 
of 1900. I should say before I go 
further, that this conference was at- 
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teided on behalf of the government ot 
Manitoba not by Mr. Roblin, who un- 
fortunately was away in poor health. 
as I understand, but by Mr. Rogers 
and Mr. Campbell, Mr. Rogers, the 
Minister of Public Works and Mr. 
Campb- il, the Attorney General. My 
hon. friend has read a report which 
was made after the conference by 
Mr Kogers and Mr. Campbell to their 
govern mnt. T have only this to ob- 
serve tc ny hon. iricnd on this point 
at the p.cerut time. A conference took 
place buwten the’ government, repre- 
sented by myself, and on the first day. 
by my . friend the Minister of 
finance and on the second day by 
my hon, friend, the Minister of Ag- 
riculture, with the two gentlemen [ 
have just named, Mr. Rogers and Mr. 
Cempbell. We sepurated without ef- 
fecting anything, but they gave a_re- 
port of the proce -dings of what they 
conceived to be the proceedings, to 
their government. 

I have only this to observe to my 
hon. friend on this report: It is cus- 
torary—and everybody will agree 
that there is no necessity for defend- 
int the practice—when a conference 
has taken place between two parties. 
that a common report should be made 
so that, if there is a difference of 
opinion, that difference of opinion can 
be settled then and there, and, if it 
is not possible to agree upon an iden- 
tical statement, each party can state 
its own version. I never heard of tne 
report being made by Messrs. Rogers 
and Campbell] until I saw it in print. 
Perhaps I shall not surprise my hon. 
friend if I state that Messrs. Rogers 
ana Campbell had told us at the end 
of the conference that as we had not 
agreed, each should prepare a report 
for our respective governments, T 
would have agreed to that. We might.

Messrs. Rogers and Campbell state 
in the report, as read. by my hon.

this offer was ridiculous. I. would 
agree with them—such an offer would 
have been ridiculous. IT have nothing 
more’ to say. The fact is, we never 
tame to any conclusion, no offer was 
made on one side or the other, After 
the report had been made, my atten- 
tion was called to this question by 
my hon. friend from Marquette (Mr. 
Roche) who asked me last session if 
it Pe our iota to introduce a 
Bil. to extend the limits of, Manitoya.

My hon. friend 
(Mr, A. Haggart) stated in his open- 
ing remarks that he intended to give 
u complete history of the negotiations 
on this question, but he has omitted 
to give this letter of Mr. Roblin’s and 
mv answer to it.

On February 26 last, the Prime 
Minister sent to the government ot 
Manitoba for their consideration a 
Bill to increase the boundaries 
Menitoba as outlined in the said re- 
solution, and until the government 
and legislature of Manitoba have sig- 
nified their acceptance of these boua- 
daries, aud until the

thority to introduce any legislation 
to give effect to the above resolution. 

It you are correctly reported, you 
must have forgotten that representa- 
tives from the province consisting of 
Messrs. Rogers and Campbell waited 
on you at your request as stated and 
agreed to the boundary extensions 
as proposed by your government. 

As to the financial consideration, 
you i:timated, according to their re- 
port, that $10,090 would be adequate 
jor thé additional responsibilities as- 
sumed by said extension of boun- 
daries, ’ 

Permit me to call to your attention 
that what we ask for in so far as fin- 
ancial consideration is concerned, is 
embodied in our memorial of 1908 ‘n 
which we ask, the area now having 
been agreed to, for equality in finance 
with our sister provinces of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, 

Again permit me to say that ou 
als> have the memorial from the legis- 
lature of 1909, which left here on the 
10th of March last, in which we re- 
peated that we request the same fin- 
ancial terms as those allowed to the 
proviness of Saskatchewan and Al- 
perta. 

We cannot aceept (and I do not 
think you could have been serious 
when you suggested it) $10,000 as 
compared to what ‘our claims based 
upon—equally with Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. 

You further say that you 
take any action until an agreement is 
reached between the government of 
Cenada and the government of Mani- 
tob¢. In this you surely are misquot- 
ed; because you cannot be unaware 
of chapter 12 of the Revised Statutes

The legislature of Manito- 
ba agrees and consents that the 
bounds of the province may be in- 
orcased and enlarged to such an ex- 
tent as shall be enacted by the par- 
liament of Canada, and on such terms 
and conditions as to the effect of such 
increase of territory with regard to an 
ingrease of subsidy granted to the 
saia province and with regard to other 
purposes and subjects as may be pro- 
vided by the said parliament of Can- 
ada: 

Provided always that such increase 
of territory shall not take effect until 
such terms and conditions have been 
approved by the legislature of Mani- 
toda. 

From this, therefore, you will please 
note that apecial provision has been 
made by the province of Manitoba. 
enabling the parliament of Canada to 
enlarge the boundaries upon = any 
terms and conditions that in there 
wisdom may appear just and proper. 
with the proviso that it shall not go 
inte effect until it has been approved 
by thie legislature of Manitoba. There- 
fore, you will see that you are at lib- 
erty to pass any Bill with any terms 
nd conditions that you choose, and 
then it will be for the legislature of 
this province to decide whether it wall 
be accepted or otherwise. 

If you are correctly reported, I 
would suggest that you correct the 
statement; because I presume the 
members from the other provinces 
who have not studied the question are 
not familiar with the statute (chapter 
12. Consolidated Statutes of Manitoba) 
which provides for parliament to make 
any extension of boundaries upon any 
terms and conditions they choose. 
subject to the approval of the legis- 
lature of the province. 

I think it well that the law and the 
facts should be placed fairly before 
parliament, and then there can be no 
ground for complaint from any of the 
parties to the negotiations.

My reply to this letter was as fol-

Dear Mr. Roblin,-<I have the honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 19th instant. 

I am surprised that you should 
think that the answer which I gave 
to the inquiry of Doctor Roche was 
not correctly transmitted in the press 
despatches. The report. was quite 
accurate and indeed the existing con- 
ditions of things did not admit of any 
other answer. 

You assert that we have sufficient 
authority to legislate in chapter 12 ot 
the revised statutes of Manitoba, 
wherein it is enacted that the legisla- 
ture of Manitoba agree and consents 
that the bounds of the province may 
be increased and enlarged to such an 
extent as shall be enacted by the par- 
liament of Canada, and on = such 
terms and conditions as to the effect. 
of such incréase Of ‘territory with re 
gard to an increase of subsidy grant- 
ed to the said province and with re- 
gar’ to.other.purposes,.and subjects. 
a& may be provided by thé"Said_par- 
linment of Canada. 

The authority woulg have been quite 
sufficient for immeédiate action to be 
taken, if your. jstatute bal: ed 
there, but thé enactmen'/*»4nullified 
by the provision which tmmeédiatcly 
follows that such increase of territory 
shall not take effect amtil terms and 
conditions have been approyed by the 
lecislature of Man@ba, 

In other words, yoy;tell us that we 
may ask parliament to legislate, but 
you reserve to yourbelf the right to 
object to such legislation. 

I have only to observe that the 
above mentioned statute does not give 
us any power to deal with the ques- 
tion that we had not’ before, and that 
does not by a single step advance 
the solution. 

I have further to observe that it can- 
not be seriously contemplated to ask 
parliament to enact legislation which 
would not be final, and which mignt 
be thrown aside as unsatisfactory by 
the’ province of Manitoba. 

Everybody who will dispassionately 
review the situation must agree that. 
as I stated in answer to the inquiry 
of Doctor Roche, we are not in a posi- | 
tion to aet until the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the provincial govern- 
ment have come to an understanding. 

In one respect your letter is quite 
satisfactory.

‘Ottawa, 19th March—Hon, Robert 
Rogers and Hon. Colin Campbell, whe 
have been in the capital for the past 
week to press the claims of Manitoba 
in connection with the proposed ex- 
tension of the provincial boundaries, 
ha! an interview with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier today, who had sufficiently re- 
covered from his illness of last week 
tw again be at his office. The proposed 
te.ms of the Dominion government s 
ili to extend boundaries w dis. 
emssed. In respect to te question . f 
the division of territory in the «is- 
trict of Keewatin betw on the yre- 
vineces of Ontario and Manitoba, the 
Manitoba Ministers stated that they 
would accept under protest the bound- 
ary line as defined by t... resolution 
of last session. It was pointed out by 
Sir Wilfrid that this slloeation of the 
territory in question had been con- 
sicered as satisfactory by the Mani- 
toobe members last session, and to give 
Munitoba any greater proportion of 
the territory to be divided would cer 
tainly be resisted by Ontario. W'th 
respect, therefore, to the territorial

A LESSON FOR THE FARMER. 

One of the reasons for the swelling 
stream of immigration from the agri- 
cultural sections of the United States 
is found in the fact that the farms 
left behind by these newcomers to 
Canada have lost much of their pro- 


ductive powers. They have been 
worked to death. Once as fertile as 
the soil in Canada, which is now 


luring these American farmers to 
the prairie provinces by the thous- 
ands, the middle west lands no long- 
er return rich crops. Fertilization 
ha, been neglected or deferred to a 
point making efforts in this direction 
of little avail. 

There is a mighty objeet lesson for 
the prairie farmer of Western Canada 
if the same over-working of the lands 
is atetmpted. A wonderfully rich soil 
can be impoverished by neglect or 
successive cultivation, 

Practically all the really valuable 
farm lands in the United: States has 
passed from government to private 
or corporation ownership. *The trek 
to the prairie provinces is the trek 
to the “last great Weast.”” When the 
Deminion farm lands are all taken 
up it will be a battle for the preser- 
vation of the productive capacity of 
the soil.
